The > Revue -des iDeux Mondes 
publishes. an. intercating article by 
M. Robert de La‘Sizeranne on the 
Elgin Marbles. The question of 
whether the British Gavernment 
should feel a moral obligation to re- 
turn: the Elgin Marbles to Greeca 
arouses greaterinterest and is more 
frequently discuesed ‘in Continental 
counties than it is in Britain. 


The word Elginisme is current in 
the French and has eqnivalent in 
the German and Italian languages, 
while it would be understood by 4 
comparatively restricted class in 
Britain. It is therefore interest. | 
ing to find a’man of M. de La 
Sizeranne’s authority and distinc-

M. de La Sizeranne-does not pre- 
tend to ignore the possibility that 
the return of the Elgin Marbles to 
Greece would create an uncom 
fortable precedent’ for France. He 
admits that large proportion of 
the urtistic treasures [n the pos- 
session of the French nation were 
acquired through negotiations no 
more above suspicion than those 
undertnken by Lord Elgin. His 
arguments rest, however, on. & 
more solid basis than that of mere 
expediency. * - 


Not Appreciated. 


All that Lord Elgin wished to do 
and succeeded in doing was to save 
what little was left of the sculptures 
which had. once adorned = tho 
Acropolis from the iconoclasm of 
the -Turka and the uncertainties of 
war and revolution. Upon their 
arrival in Britain the Marbles were 
by no means appreciated at their 
true artistic value, and it was only 
when, at thi;tonclusion of the 
peace, such men as Goethe and 
Crnova visited Burlington House 
that the understood. The charges 
of vandalism and immorality 
brought against Lord Elgin were 
also, he points out, exclusively of 
British origin. 


M. de La Sizeranne dismisses no 
less emphatically the arguments of 
those eritics who claim that a work 
of art can only be properly ap- 
preciated in the setting for which 
it was designed. It is obviously 
impossible to‘create to-day a setting 
which would even faintly suggest 
that for which the sculpture of 
Pheidias was intended; they can be 
as well appreciated and judged in 
Bloomsbury as’ they could be in an 
Athens museum, and in the Blooms- 
bury they are at least better assured 
against destruction by war or re- 
volution.
